Stir 
in the salt, molasses, mustard and 
sour cream and pour into a deep 
casserole. Press in pieces of salt 
pork leaving only the rind exposed.

All of us who were war corre¬ 
spondents in World War 11 can 
remember vividly many harrowing 
experiences, but the one that’s most 
vivid in my mind involves no light¬ 
ing, no bloodshed—Just a case of 
Scotch, a paddle-wheel steamboat, 
a game of ”21" and a commission 
in the British Army.

John MacVane coast (at Dieppe, 
France, as I later found out). 

Since correspondents in England 
wore very distinctive uniforms, and 
since a large number of corre¬ 
spondents at any one place was a 
sup> tip-off to enemy agents that 
something big was in the oRin;, 
the British decided to disguise the 
five of us who were sent on the 
-toric raid. 

That’s how 1 came to wear the 
exalted single-pip insignia of a 
British second lieutenant—second 
lieutenants coming, as any enemy 
agent knows, a dime a dozen, and 
five second lieutenants in one place 
being no more suspicious than five 
school girls out for a Sunday stroll. 

After much secret shuffling about, 
we were put on board an old British 
paddle-wheel excursion boat which 
had been made over Into an In¬ 
vasion barge for the occasion. Once 
aboard, we were told to wait. 

The whole raid, we were inform 
ed, depended on the weather, this 
being one of those complex opera¬ 
tions calling for just the right pro¬ 
portion of tide, wind and cloud. 
Unfortunately, it didn't call for fog 
in any proportion, nnd British 
weather being British weather, 
fog was what we got. Six days of it. 

First, as we waited, somebody 
broke out a deck of cards: then 
somebody else broke out a case of 
fine scotch, and there we sat, sip¬ 
ping our Scotch, twirling the paste¬ 
boards, waiting for the fog to lift 
The anticlimax to the whole 
thing is that it didn't clear up. The 
raid was called off. we were de¬ 
commissioned, and it was not till 
a month later that the Canadian 
2nd Division waded into the mur¬ 
derous cross-fire at Dieppe. 1 was 
along on that later operation but 
the Dieppe raid I'll never forget 
was the one in which I wore a pip 
on my shoulder and sat in an old 
excursion boat drinking Scotch, 
playing ”21” and waiting for the 
fog to clear up.
